1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Terry Wagenknecht on December 8, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 13: A curved flexible plastic display for retaining a sheet of paper, and 
comprising; 

i. a thin, planar flexible plastic substrate body; 

ii. an inverted u-shaped slit cut through said substrate body, and located in 
an approximate center of said substrate body, where two distal endpoints located at a 
bottom portion of said u-shaped slit are directioned inwardly and upwardly to prevent 
tearing of said substrate body; 

iii. a resulting center portion is an appendage established by said slit and is 
sized to be smaller in size than said sheet of paper; 

iv. a means for retaining said substrate body in a laterally curved position; 

v. wherein said means for retaining cooperates with folded tabs located 
within a lower portion of said substrate body; 
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whereas said sheet of paper is adapted to be sandwiched between a rearward 
and concave surface of said substrate body and a frontward and convex surface of said 
appendage; 

wherein said paper is securely retained. 

Claim 14: A curved flexible plastic display as recited in claim 13, further 
comprising; said means [ o l omont ] for retaining being a fixed width wire rod leg set [as 
sa i d m e ans for r e ta i n i ng sa i d l at e ra ll y curv e d pos i t i on ]. 

Claim 1 5: A curved flexible plastic display as recited in claim 1 3, further 
comprising; said means [ele m e nt ] for retaining being a fixed length tie strap [ as sa i d 
moans for reta i n i ng sa i d l atera ll y curved posit i on] . 

Claim 16: A curved flexible plastic display as recited in claim 13, further 
comprising; said means [ o l omont ] for retaining being an elastic bungee type cord [as 
sa i d m e ans for r e ta i n i ng sa i d l at e ra ll y curv e d pos i t i on] . 

Claim 1 7: A curved flexible plastic display as recited in claim 1 3, further 
comprising cooperating tabs and notches within a lower portion of said substrate body 
as said means for retaining said laterally curved position. 

Claim 18: A curved flexible plastic display as recited in claim 13, further 
comprising; a plurality of apertures in a lower portion of said substrate body for securing 
said means for retaining said laterally curved position. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior of 
record does not teach or suggest the curved flexible plastic display for retaining a sheet 
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of paper comprising the combination of the thin planar flexible substrate body with an 
inverted U-shaped slit cut through center of the substrate body to define a center 
portion, tabs located at a lower portion of the substrate body and a means for retaining 
the substrate body in a laterally curved position wherein the distal endpoints of the slit 
are directed inwardly and upwardly to prevent tearing and wherein the means for 
retaining cooperates the tabs. The examiner considers the "means for retaining" as 
invoking 112 6 th paragraph.
